Mr. Donaldsnn oflered a resolution, " thnt a

Jt was opposed by Mr. Orton and advocated 


by Meters. Hull and Donaldson. 


"The resolution was passed. Motion waa made 


to reconiider, aud, after some ditcussiuu, car- 
ried. 


The vote was then taken again upon the pas- 


sage of the resolution, nnd it was lont. 


Mr. Hull then moved to suspend the rules nnd 


take up Memorial No. J, to the P. M. General, 
which relates to the change of the Distributing 
office from Dubuque to Galemt, which was car- 
rim!. 


Mr. Hull then moved to substitute u memorial 


to Congi!ei*B eouceruiug the Homaatfad Bill, 
and asking for a grunt of land to this State to 
aid in tlie construction, of Kuilrouda. 


Mr. McCracken offered the foil owing amend- 


ment: 


Presided, That an\ land*, so grunted shall 


be constantly open to entry by actual Bottler*, 
nt a rate not exceeding one do'ljar and twenty- 
five cents per ncro. and in quantities not exceed- 
ing one hundred and sixty acres to nnj single 
individual." 


The question was then upon tho adoption of 


the amendment. 


Mr. Orton raised H question of order, wheth- 


er it could be thug forced through without be- 
ing passed upon in Committee of the Whole. 


The Speaker decided it could. 
Mr. Orton then moved itit reference to a Se- 


lect Committee. 


Ho then took thf floor, nnd epoku upon tho 
fcrence nud against tho resolution. Hu ititid: 
mry bill tlmx far, even a bill to lay out a State 


Koad, ha* been referred to some t-mntniUtte to 
report upon the same, us to whether it should 
puss or not, but upon this all important ques- 
tion—a question upon which the future prosper- 
ity of this State depends, and in which coming 
generations are interested. The usual course 
w to b« dermrted from ttm' thin is to be put 
tlirough in hot haste without giving member* 
the lenst chuncc for exnmintttiun or reflection, 


opposed to nil such legislation. I am op- 


pound to all such tricks tu the one by which 
this memoriiil was got before this House. Did 
wo vote upon this memorial when we voted to 
suspend the rules? I did nut, and I believe 
other* did not, stive perhups some who were let 
into the trick. They have played iixhni'p gnme 
with curds in their boots, tinil we are now naked 
to hurry this through, ulthough the interest* of 
onr new &t«to may be sacrificed for all coming 
time*. 


Mr Hadlcj : I nm opposed to this memorial 


being passed nt this late dtty in the sexton in 
this hurried manner. I think it should be re- 
ferred to Committee who ui»y examine it and 
report theroon, and that the members in ay have 
time to examine and learn thu u is hen of their 
constituents in regard to it. It in a question of 
too great importance to be tliua crowded thro'. 
I hope it may be referred. 


Mr. Hull here took thu floor, nnd replied to 


Mr. Orton. He wn* aware the game was well 


but it was only such as has often been 


doue. here before, and strictly within the par 
lismentnry rules. I asked for nothing but what 
I bad a right to do. I think I have not plajed 
with cards in my boots. I think I have, been 
frank and open in my courso here, iu relation 
to all mutton* before tho H^use, and I appeal 
to members of this House whether such to not 
the fact. 
Mr. Orton replied. I ndinit that tlits gentle- 


man from (»raut, has been frank and open in 
till hU acts up tu this time, as much so tie any 
one, itnd I now HRy, I wish hw had coiitimiod so 
until the clone ot thu session, but such is nut 
the case. A trick bus now been sprung upon 
us, nnd the gentleman from Grant, (Mr. Hull,) 
in tlie one who ban introduced it. A memorial 
to Congress, to change the distributing office 
from Dubuqtie to Galena, was called up by 
him, requesting a luspeusion of the rules that it 
might lie considered. Out of courtesy to him, 
the rules were suspended, to take op, as we 
supposed, a merely locnl matter, for the benefit 
of the gentleman's coiistituenti. And this U 
the WR.V we are tricked. 


And an attempt is now made to pans thin 


memorial through thia House without consider- 
ation, ot the heel of the session. I think it nn 
unfair course, and I hope members will reflect 
upon It before they vote, to curse the State in 
this manner. If not, we shall be under the 
control of these Railroad Corporations. 
They 


will control our ttgialatioH, atid w« shall be 
powerless tu carry out anything except what 
they please to permit. We s bull bo overshad- 
owed and swallowed up by them, and the poor 
emigrants from foreign climes, and tbe land- 
less of our own country, will be shut out from 
these land*, for these lands arc to be granted 
in our own State if at all, and they will be shut 
up by these Kallro&d Companies for years to 
come. Of what avail will your Emigrant Agen- 
cies be then, after your land* are all locked up 
by these mammoth incorporations? They will 
be of no avail, Sir! 


Mr. Bartlett—I am in favor of the reference. 


I think that anything of tbe importance of this 
question should be referred, and not hurried 
through in this manner. I offered a resolution 
upon the Homestead Question at an early day 
in this session. It was referred to a select 
committee, and there it ha* remained to thin 
time. But thin must be hurried through. 1 
think everything should come up before thin 
Home upon it* own bails, and without tricks 
—that every proposition ihould have a frank 
and fair hearing. 
It is a quertion in which 


all our citizen* are interested, and let it be 
fully examined. 


Mr. Gary—I hope the reference will be bad. 


When the revolution of tbe gentleman from 
Walworth wa» offered, we were told that it 
ought to be referred and not hurried through. 
But now this great question is to be rutted 
through jn»t at tho close of the Renion, with- 
out the lewt chance for consideration. I am 
oppoted to thin ipecle* of Ittglelation under all 
circumstance*. I think we have alraady seen 
enough of U. We have have had enough of 
these Land Grant*. Have we forgotten the 
Rock Biver Canal Grant t Have we forgotten 
tbe Wisconiia River Improvement Grant, upon 
which we had such a ioog, model report, yes- 
terday, from the Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. 
I trait not ilr. I thlak the peo- 


ple of this State are opposed to all luoh grant*. 
That they are eppoeed to all monopolies of t hie 
dan. They whin thete land* to be free for 
settlers to go upon, that they mar not be *hat 
op for yean from settlement aad improvement. 


Mr. Reminf tou took the floor and advocated 


the memorial, and oppoied the reference. He 
thought member* a* ready to vote then a* 
they would be.

Every one knows that this move is 
made because a certain meaanre in Congress 
has been lately defeated. They wish to set up 
the pin*, to get help to a grant of lands for a 
road thnt is unable to build itself.

They have thus 
struck out with the d**h of a pen the particu- 
lar roads to which theso grants are to go, but 
it is well knowu thnt a few of these Roads will 
get all the proceeds of this grant if it is made.
